Since 1889 the property surrounded 
by San Pablo avenue, Russell, Mabel, 
Burnette 
and Mason 
streets, 
being 
abont ten acres occupying two oblong 
blocks owned by one Mr. Jergens, of 
Oakland, who rents it out for a vegeta­ 
ble garden, and until last year enclosed 
all the sidewalks around this property, 
and also closed up Burnett street alto­ 
gether, and cultivated this public prop­ 
erty for raising products, and refused 


• to relingutsh the same until we peti­ 
tioned our Town Trustees to have the 
obstructions 
removed, and then 
they 
immediately put a water trough across 
Burnett street, so that the street was 
never accessible to travel. 


Ot late^Pt lound this land 
owner 
had not only closed Burnett street be­ 
tween San Pablo avenue and Mabel 
street, but had had an order passed by 
the late Board of Town Trustees mov 
ing the line c f Burnett street sixty feet 
further 
south, thereby 
disconnecting 
Burnett street by sixty feet. 


The neighbors interested 
petitioned 
our Board of T o w n Trustees for the 
restoration of Burnett street to its 
proper line, and they passed an order 
restoring our street, and ordered the 
Superintendent of Streets to cause the 
crossing to be placed on San Pablo 
avenue for Burnett street in its proper 
place. 
' Since that time nothing has 
been done to put the crossing in its 
proper place. 


I inquired of the Superintendent of 
Streets about the matter, and he in­ 
formed me that the President of the 
Board had requested him to do noth­ 
ing in the premises until after the last 
meeting of the Board, as Mr. Jergens 
was going to have 
Burnett 
street 
changed legally, by an order from the 
Board at that time. 


Now, fellow townsmen', are you sat­ 
isfied to let the large property owners, 
who are always the last to make im­ 
provements, come in and disjoin our 
streets at will, in the face of protesta 
tions of the small property owners ? 


Burnett street is the only outlet for 
the extension'of Ashby avenue to the 


Bay, and I for one will donate ten feet 
along the Iront of about 130 feet so as 
to widen Burnett street if the people 


will open Ashby avenue through, and 
I have no doubt that many others will 
d o likewise, but if we are to allow this 
man Jergen to disconnect the street as 
he proposes I would not give an inch 


of land nor a cent to the enterprise. 


Fellow townsmen, remember we are 
now building a great city. 
Make ail 
your streets straight, and point all your 
main sewers to the Bay no matter 
whose land they pass through. 
I f any 
person does not want good and wide 
streets without a break in every block, 
send him as an embassador to China. 


We, in this part of Berkeley, have to 
watch our homes against stock and all 
sorts of intrusions, and now the propo­ 
sition is to steal the streets in broad

A new constitution for the Good 
Government Club will be proposed to­ 
night at the meeting of the Club. Ar­ 
ticle 1 1 , which deals with the objects 


of the club, is as follows: 
Section I — 
The objects of this club shall be to 
keep before our citizens the necessity 


of the interest in public affairs; to dis­ 
cuss and shape public opinion upon all 
questions which relate to the proper 
government of Berkeley; to separate 
municipal from State and National pol 
itics; to secure the nomination and 
election of municipal officers solely on 
account of their fitness for the offices, 
to federate for these purposes the va­ 
rious moral forces of the city, and to 
encourage every wise project for the 
promotion of the good order, prosperity 
and honor of Berkeley. 


Section 11—Inasmuch as this club 
can be a power for good only as its acts 
shall appeal to the good judgment of 
our fellow citizens, the club shall not be 
committed to any public positson with­ 
out the votes of three-fourths of the 
members present at any meeting and no 
action of the club shall be considered 
as binding upon any of its members. 


"TJie constitution 
provides for at 
least one meeting of the club every 
month, except during the summer holi­ 
days, and that all members shall be 
citizens of Berkeley. 
New members 
are to be elected by ballot at the meet­ 
ing following their 
Membership C o m 
mittee of the club. 
T h e constitution 
says that the officers of the club shall 
be a president, five vice presidents, a 
secretary, a treasurer and an Executive 
Committee of 
five 
members, two of 
whom shall be the presideut and secre 
tary of the club. 
T h e officers are 
to be chosen by ballot at the first 
regular meeting in February of each 
year.

Citizenship Endangered* 


Chicago, Dec. 14.—Minister of War 
Mocenni of the Italian Government, is 
now in correspondence 
with Count 
Rozwadowski, K i n g Humbert's consul 
at Chicago, concerning a question Of 
enforced service for an American citi­ 
zen in the Italian army. 


Oscar Durante, a naturalized Ameri­ 
can citizen, 
editor of the Chicago 
"LTtalia," and for a second time a 
municipal office holder, has been or­ 
dered to report for a physical examina­ 
tion to determine his fitness for service 
as a soldier of Italy. 


Early next week, in pursuance Of 
these orders, Mr. Durante 
will report 
at the office of the consulate and sub­ 
mit to an examination. 
Mr. Durante 
says that owing to the diplomatic policy 
between Italy and the United States it 
is necessary to acquiesce in this de­ 
mand of King Humbert if he wishes to 
escape arrest, 
imprisonment and en­ 
forced military duty on the occasion of" 
any future visit to his fatherland. 


T o emphasize the claim that Prest- 
lent Cleveland should deal with the 
Italian Government in vigorous fash- ..- 
ion, Mr. Durante declares there are 
now doing enforced duty in the army 
of Italy several Chicago men, naturali­ 
zed 
American 
citizens, 
who were 
snatched up by the royal guards of 
Italy, while on visits to their 
kindred. 
T h e last case happened 
within a year, 
Mr. Durante says, and although the 
newspapers in this country made 'men­ 
tion of it at the time, the matter was 
dropped, with the Chicagoan deprived 
of his liberity and a chance that he 
may be required to serve full five years.

Chicago, Dec. 1 4 — A local

Chicago brewers are tired ot be­ 
ing saloon keepers, and have decided 
that after January 1 there will be 1700 
fewer saloons in the city than at present 
Those that remain must 
pay a third 
and a half more for beer than is being 
paid now. 


In consequence of this dicision there 
is gneral alarm among .saloon keepers 
whose licenses are owned and whose 
rents are paid by the brewers, and 2600 
or more of them are wondering who 
will have to go to work. 
T h e Brewers' 
Association has agreed to advance the 
price from $4 to $5 a barrel after Jan. 1. 


T h e dropping of 1700 saloons will 
mean a serious loss to the revenue ot 
the city. 
A t present each saloon pays 
a license of $500 a year.

- 'Chambers Buys: "Absinth is a spirit 
flavored with the pounded leaves and 
flowering tope of certain species of ar- 
temisia, chiefly 
wormwood, 
together 
with angelica root, sweet flag root, star 
anise and other aromatica. The aromat- 
ica are macerated for abont eight days 
in alcohol and then distilled, the result 
being a green colored liquor. Adultera­ 
tion is largely practiced, usually with 
the essential Oils of others herbs, but 
even blue vitriol is sometimes found in 
BO called absinth. 
Its effect upon either 
man or woman not actively engaged in 
manual work of some kind must be dan­ 
gerous. It makes the brain dull and un. 
reliable. 
Under HB effects the merest 
glimpses of mental sunshine are imme­ 
diately followed by prolonged periods of 
dejection. Sensible persons are safest if 
they never touol absinth. "—Brooklyn 
Eagle.
